Western Board 
To Administer 
Salaries Orde 


OTTAWA, May 25. — (CP) — 
Labor Minister Mitchell an- 
nounced last night that a recent 
order-in-council has provided for 
the establishment of a western 
labor board to administer the 
wartime wages control order, in- 
cluding cost-of-living bonus, and 
the Fair Wages and Hours of 
Labor Act relating to employ- 
ment on defence projects in Al- 
berta, British Columbia, the 
Yukon and Northwest Territories, 
so far as residents of Canada are 
concerned. 

The minister said the national 
and regional war labor boards will 
not continue to deal with the cases 
in the field assigned to the new 
board: nevertheless, the Western 
Labor Board is to be guided by 
general principles and directions 
given by the National War Labor 
Board, and may submit any ques- 
tions to it for an advisory opinion. 


INCLUDE U.S. PROJECTS 


The announcement said_ that 
while the jurisdiction of the West- 
ern Labor Board will extend only 
to residents of Canada, it will deal 
with cases where Canadians are 
engaged on defence projects being 
carried out in Canada by the 
United States government, 

The order-in-council provides 
that, subject to agreement be- 
tween the Canadian and Ameri- 
can governments from the direc- 
tor of national selective service, 
the board may pass upon applica-

“A model provincial housing 
law should be prepared, to en- 
able local communities to take 
part in a national housing pro- 
gram, and to carry out community 
rehousing programs, in which 
public and private groups can 
co-operate. The provinces should

Board Refuses 


Wage Increase 
To U.S. Miners 


WASHINGTON, May 25.— 
(AP)—The War Labor Board re- 
fused today to grant a basic wage 
increase to the 450,000 soft coal 
miners in the United States but 
recommended some other con- 
cessions and tossed the portal- 
to-portal pay issue back into col- 
lective: bargaining with the un- 
derstanding it would approve 
any reasonable sum agreed upon. 
Portal-to-portal pay covers un- 

derground travel time as well as 
the miners’ actual productive time. 

The board acted to plug certain 
loopholes it found in the operation 

of the six-day work week to assure 
the miners “a greater benefit than 
they now enjoy.” 

It also raised the present $20 va- 
cation pay to $50 and directed the 
operators to furnish without charge 
to the miners their safety equip- 
ment and working tools, including 
blacksmithing. 

W.L.B. Chairman William H. 
Davis estimated that the elimina- 
tion of these occupational charges 
would mean a financial gain to the 
miners of eight to 15 cents a day.

SHOWDOWN COMING 

The final showdown will come 
Allied informants said, in late 
summer, when Germany is expect- 
ed to put into action 600 submar- 
ines and Britain and the United 
States bring to bear the full weight 
of their latest anti U-boat weapons 
—escort aircraft carriers, destroy- 
ers and other escort vessels.

Incomes for All 


While confident that his social insur- 
ance plan or “something like it” will be 
adopted in Great Britain, Sir William Bev- 
eridge made plain in a broadcast Sunday 
evening that he did not come to this con- 
tinent to try to “put over’ that or any 
other plan in Canada or the United States. 
Canadians, he said, are “quite capable of 
making your own plans.” 

The presence of Sir William when a 
committee of parliament is studying social 
insurance is most fortunate. That he will be 
invited to make to the committee such 
general representations as he may think fit 
on the subject is to be supposed and hoped. 
Aside altogether from his report as to how 
this problem may be met in Britain, so out- 
standing an economist can contribute 
greatly to clarifying the broad aspects of 
the question which have to be considered in 
any country when social insurance is in 
contemplation. 

One feature of Sir William's plan should 
certainly be adopted in whatever scheme 
may be set up in Canada. The benefits pay- 
able under his plan would be payable to 
every person, regardless of whether or not 
the recipient had other income, and with-. 
out questions being asked as to his finan- 
cial standing. 

That is as it should be, The proper aim 
of an insurance scheme is to guarantee a 
minimum income to the individual—leav- 
ing each person free tu provide himself or 
herself with as much more as industry, 
thrift and enterprise may make possible. 
Social insurance would be too dearly 
bought, and would certainly kill itself, if it 
killed individual meee 


They Don’t Like It 


Berlin and Rome leave the world in no 
doubt that the dissolution of the Interna- 
tional’is bad news for them. They are de- 
nouncing Russia as heartily for saying that 
it no longer aims at world revolution as 
they formerly berated it for carrying on 
disruptive propaganda. 

The announcement has left Herr Hitler 
a “crusader” without a cause. And it has 
abolished the alleged reason for the anti- 
Comintern pact with Japan. How are the 
satellite states to be kept in line now that 
Moscow has repudiated any intention to 
interfere in their domestic affairs? And 
how can Japan be expected to launch a 
timely blow at Russia now that the reason 
for the anti-Comintern pact has been 
abolished? 

Berlin radio screams that the Moscow 
statement is a piece of trickery; it just 
can't be true; the Reds are only professing 
conversion in order to loosen the bonds of 
the Axis; they don’t mean what they say. 
This was to be expected. There wasn't 
much else that Berlin could say in the cir- 
cumstances. 

But if the professed abandonment of 
revolutionary enterprise abroad were made 
only for purposes of deception it was cur- 
jously delayed. Moscow might better, in 
that event, have pulled the stunt a year 
ago, when its situation was immeasurably 
worse than it is today. It—and the Allies 
generally—now have far less cause to care 
whether the Axis states elect to hang to- 
gether or hang separately. They are going 
to hang anyway. 

And who are these men who arraign, 
try, and convict Russia of broadcasting an 
official lie? Hitler the perjuror and Musso- 
lini the back-stabber. A fine pair surely to 
eall anybody's honesty into question. Mos- 
cow has no cause to fear that because of 
these accusers its statement will be put 
under discount in Allied countries, or that 
in even the satellite states the announce- 
ment will suffer mistrust because of the 
protests of these professional falsifiers.

Trying the “Experiment” 
Berlin bombed four times and the Kiel 
canal twice during the week which saw the 
destruction of the great dams in the Ruhr 
region are items which indicate that the 
airmen are losing no time in trying the 
“experiment” Mr. Churchill spoke about. 
They may not be able to pound Germany 
into repentance, but they are making a 
try. These of course are only the 
ighlights in a week's program of uninter- 
rupted blasting of enemy railway junc- 
tions, munitions centres, submarine bases 
and air fields—to which the Russians 
added an amazing score of Axis planes de- 
stroyed and troop concentrations straffed. 
It has been a bad week for Hitlerland 
materially, and for psychological effect 
there is the certainty that the coming 
weeks are going to grow systematically 
and progressively worse. The total war 
which Herr Hitler thrust upon Poland, the 
Low Countries, France, Britain and Greece, 
has not yet struck the Reich in full force. 
But the opening blasts are severe 
enough, and coming often enough, to 
create a lively apprehension even in the 
Nasi mind that life is going to be full of 
excitement before the summer is out. Not 
the kind of elation induced by machine- 
civilians in the streets of foreign 
tes and blowing their cities to pieces, but

Another rumor has been spiked. The 
Minister of Defence said there is no truth 
in the allegation that the Canadian Govern- 
ment or military leaders insist that the 
Canadian Army must be employed as a 
unit. Our forces, he said, like those of all 
the United Nations, are under the direc- 
tion of the Allied Command, and are placed 
where the adipre aa thinks advisable. 


The Mississippi is on a record-making 
rampage. The water is reported to have 
reached the highest level ever known, and 
to be still rising—a result it may be sup- 
posed of exceptional snow-fall in the moun- 
tain area during the winter and of heavy 
spring rains in the continental trough 
through which the river flows. A hundred 
and fifty thousand people are said to be 
homeless, and the damage to farm crops 
has been extensive. Other considerations 
aside, this is bad news from the standpoint 
of food production, now a vital matter for 
the Allies. In Canada and other parts of 
the continent efforts should be made to 
expand production enough to make up the 
loss, for the total will not exceed the re- 
quirements however large it may be.

Among the occupied countries 
Denmark is the only one which 
still has a govergment elected by 
its own people, the only one where 


there has been no open conflict be- 
tween the people and the Nazi con- 
querors. Yet there has been’a con- 
siderable increase in sabotage. In 
there has been 
scarcely a day without attempted 
explosions or planted fires, 


The Germans have made threats 
of death penalties, byt the Danes 
gre not cowed, and now the king 
bas been induced to make ap ap- 
peal to help out the German 
guthorities in preserving order. 

Since the heavy British bombard- 
ment around Copenhagen toward 
the end of January, there has been 
a notable increase in sabotage. The 
Danes took this bombing as an 
indication that the Allies were be- 
ginning to come to their rescue, 
and their new hope was reflected 
in bolder sabotage activity. They 
have damaged communications 
such as railroads, depots, German 
barracks, aad industries contribut- 
ing to the Nazi war machine, 

The German commander in chief 
in Denmark, General Von Hanne- 
ken, announced that if trouble did 
not end he would introduce death 
penalties, would apply the hostage 
system which has been used s0 
brutally in other countries, and 
would levy collective fines on com-

Windsor’s Largest Crowd Sees Richards Ride 2,750th Winner

Busmen Strike Disposal Wing Highest . 
No. 3 “M” Depot Athletes 
Qualify For Highland Games 


Before a large crowd of airmen and visitors the track 
and field season was inaugurated at No. 3 ‘‘M” Depot on Mon- 
day, May 24, in the Depot stadium.

WINDSOR, ‘England, May 
25.—(CP)—Despite a light- 
ning strike by 300 bus work- 
ers, the largest crowd in the 
history of the Royal Windsor 
race track overflowed the 
gigantic ring and cheered 
mightily as Britain's cham- 
pion jockey smashed a record 
that stood for 57 years. 

Giving the lie to critics who 
believed such sports as racing 
could not survive bitter war years, 
nearly 30,000 holidayers walked, 
cycled, travelled by horse-drawn 
conveyances or were rowed from 
the town to the course situated 
on an island in the Thames river. 

The new mark came when Gor- 
don Reihards, a stocky little fellow 
of 39, rode his 2,750th winner, one 
more than the total set up by the 
Great Fred Archer back in the 
1880's. Scotch Mist was Gordon's 
mount and the two-year-old gal- 
loped to a neck victory in the five- 
furlong.Cannon Yard Stakes. 


The cheering and applauding 
lasted more than a full minute at 
the finish and it broke out again 
as Richards guided his mount 
through rows of spectators to the 
unsaddling enclosure. 

s s s 

The one-day strike of the Windsor 
bus employees developed when they 
refused to run a “pleasure-seekers’ 
service” on the eastern Monday 
holiday. An odd kickback occurred 
when some of them, seeking admis- 
sion to the track, wwe refused. 
They. were told: “You have talked 
about carrying workers only; this 
meeting is for workers only, on a 
one-day . bank - holiday, and- you 
don't come under that head.” 

Some persons travelling by taxi 
paid the equivalent of $35 for the 
trip from London, although the 
normal fare on the meter was 
around $9. A number of London 
cabmen were told by police that 
the reasons for their journey were 
Unsatisfactory and that further in- 
vestigations would be made. 

In a sense, the London-Windsor 
cab trip was legal because it is just 
within the regulation limit from 
the metropolitan boundary. At the 
same time, however, the govern- 
ment had asked that taxis not be 
chartered for pleasure trips.

Canadians Aid 
Tank Industry 
In Australia 


NEW YORK, May 25-(CP)—A 
Canadian and his son, their names 
unannounced because of wartime 
secrecy, were responsible for im- 
provements and improvisations ot 
inestimable value to the Austral- 
ian tank-producing industry, L. W. 
Brockington, K.C., special adviser 
to the British ministry of informa. 
tion, said here last night in an 
address. 

The mention of the Canadians 
came when Mr. Brockington was 
outlining to members of the Can 
adian Society of New York the part 
being played in the war by Aus 
tralia.
